HOCKEY THE COMING GAME. 


Will Take the Place of Football 


and Oolf This "Winter. 


How It la Played and Where—Society and 


College Clnb* Take Dp This Once 


Humble Sport — Two New 


Ice Rinks.

Hockey will boom this winter. The 


golfers and football playerp who find 
themselves cut off from theii' favorite 
sports 03' the rough weather will have 
an opportunity to combine the ele- 
ments of both in this increasingly pop- 
nlar g-ame. For heckey, once looked 
upon as a mere school-boy's game, and 
commonly eaJled **shinney on the ice/' 
is to be dignified by the approval of 
New York's fashionable set. It will 
also be one of the popular college 
games this season. 


In the past, hockey players have been 


too dependent "upon the vagaries of 
Jack Frost for their favorite sport; 
but now, in several northern as well 
»s southern cities, rinks are being built 
for all kinds of skating, and especially 
for hockey. One of these is being con- 
structed at 66th street and Columbus 


The object of the game la, of course, 


to drive the puck through, the goal, 
which consists of two wooden posts 
about six feet high, planted from four 
to six feet apart at a distance of five 
feet from each end of the field. The 
players drive the puck with "bandies," 
as the hocLey sticks are callotl—long, 
slender clubs of ash, carved at the bot- 
tom into a flat blade much like a golf 
stick; indeed, it would seem that golf 
players might find some of their favor- 
ite &Ucks of the summer campaign 
useful for winter hockey. 
Ash is the 


favorite material, but any light, tough 
wood such tis hickory, spruce of hard 
pine will serve. 
The regulation blade 


must not e.\ceed 13 inches in length, nor 
more than three inches in width, but 
no limit is set to the length of the han- 
dle, which is usually about 45 inches. 


When the teams have taken their po- 


sitions, the referee places the puck l>e- 
tween,the blatles of the foremost player 
of each side. Then the signal to play 
is given, the "rushers" from each side 
bear down upon the puck, and the 
struggle to drive it through the ene- 
my's goal begins. The game lasts for 
one hour in 30 minute halves. From 
the first moment it is full of life and 
dash, and the excitement is sustained

give the nearest attainable approach to 
the delights of flying. 


It is the enthusiasm of the hockey 


clubs that has caused this recent boom 
in the skating rink enterprise; and it 
is likely also that the encouragement 
afforded by a sheet of ice ready for 
players at all times and in all weather 
will have a strong reaction upon lovers 
of the sport. In New York hockey 
clubs are being formed in the Seventh 
Kegiment Athletic club, the New York 
Athletic club and the Crescent club of 
Columbia 
college. 
Harvard, 
Yale, 


Cornell, Brown and Princeton uni- 
versities are also organi/ingteazns. 


The interest ip tlie game among the 


colleges may be traced back to last win- 
ter, when a team made up of members 
from Brown, Yale, Columbia and Har- 
vard went to Canada and playej against 
teams in Montreal, Ottawa andToronto. 
The men came back thoroughly im- 
pressed with the importance of playing 


to the end. There are almost the same 
opportunities as in football for scien- 
tific passing.dodgiiig, etc., and a system 
of signals for the captains will in all 
probability be devised. 
Good skating 


is at a premium, and the man who is to 
lake the puck down the field for any 
great distance must know everything 
worth knowing r bout the artof manipu- 
lating the feet on runners. 


Besides being a good skater, a suc- 


cessful player must be quick as light- 
ning both in hib wits arid his move- 
ments. The puck must never be car- 
ried, but is pushed or slid alor.g; the ice 
with the hockey stick until nenr the 
opposite goal. At this point a skillful 
player will ghe his bandy a twist and 
send the puck flj mg towards the eroal 
posts about t"uo feet abo\c the groun'l. 


Here is w here the goal keeper's sci- 


ence comes in. He mny .stop the ball in 
any way he pleases, but he must not 
strike or return it with anything but 
his bandy. A good goal keeper will of- 
ten lift the puck on iiis blade and send 
it flying over the heads of the players 
lo the other end of the field. This re- 
verses the situation instantly, and a 
grand race ensues between the "rush- 
ers" of both team s t own rcl s the imperiled 
goal. The same rules \\lncli govern 
the Rugby football game apply to the 
position of players in hockey when the 
puck is "in play"—no man must touch 
the puck except when behind it. Any

a scientific game like that put up by 
the Canadians. As a result the St. 
Nicholas Skating club has appointed 
a committee to revise, and if possible 
to improve, the rules of the game as it 
is played in Canada. These rules will 
probably govern the games arranged 
for this winter. The Canadian game, 
with its necessary appurtenances, is as 
follows: 


The ball used is a rubber disc, called 


n. "puck," three- inches iu diameter and 
one inch thick, and is treated like the 
ball or block in ordinary shinny. 
There are no fixed rules regarding the 
siz of the ice field upon which the game 
is played, the usual dimensions being 
about 80 to 560 feet. 
The new rink, 


being 80 by ISO feet, will therefore af- 
ford ample room for the largest number 
of players admissible in any game. 
•Seven on a side is the correct number, 
but The game cau be played with any- 
•where from five to fifteen on a side. 


The teams line up somewhat as in 


football, each in front of its goal, and 
the goal-keeper stands just within the 
(?OHl. 
When seven men are played on 


a side, a man stands about 20 feet in 
front of the goal-keeper. His posi- 
tion is termed "point;" another man, 
•still nearer the center, stands at "cover 
point," while four players stationed 
in the center constitute the "for- 
wards," or "rushers." While there are 
more than seven on a side, the number 
of players is increased nt every posi- 
tion except that of the goal-keeper, who 
must guard this important place single-, 
handed. 
The captain of the team j 


•tands among the "rushers.*" 
I 


player who does so is ruled off-side, and 
a penalty is imposed by thereferee upot. 
the side to which he belongs. The field 
in a rink is inclosed on all sides, and 
the rebounding of the puck from the 
wooden sides gives am opportunity for 
tarom plays which greatly add to the 
complications of the game. Hockey is 
not so rough 
a sport as football, 


though hard knocks and falls are plen- 
tiful enough. 
No player must lay 


hands on another, but collisions ond 
body checking are allowed. Failure 
io observe the rules is punished by rul- 
ing the offender off the ice, and com- 
pelling his side to play without him or 
put & substitute in his place. 


The costume worn is similar to that 


used by football players, but it is usual- 
ly lighter \\ eight. Clothes ore not so 
roughly handled as in football, so that 
thin jerseys and trunks and the light- 
est of shoes are all that is necessary. 
Padding is not customary in Canada, 
but shin guard* are sometimes used 
by the goal-keeper, since he is the tar- 
get for the final rush of the hard rubber 
puck as it is sent flying towards goal. 


There is a great opportunity for good 


generalship on the part of the captain 
in hockey, though the element of 
chance enters into the game more 
largely than in football. No man, how- 
ever practical, is quite as sure of him- 
self on skates as on his feet, and an ig- 
nominious fall may spoil the best laid 
scheme. On the other hand, since a 
man can skate faster than he can run, 
the game changes with lightning ra- 
pidity from one end of the field to the 
other.

It should not, however, be understood 


that the study of taxidermy is taken 
up solely by society belles as an in- 
teresting- acljunct to hunting and fish- 
ing.

A'special line of work which has fall- 


ea largely into the hands of women is 
trie clever arrangement, of outdoor ef- 
fects in the cases where birds, fishes 
and large nnimals are displayed.

Story of the Vewel'a Im- 


minent Peril 


JIB ALMOST PROYIDEITIAL ESCAPE, 


Month* at the Mercy of Wind and 


Wave—Drifting to Destruction on a 
• Lee Shore—Hefoic Effort* at 


Rescue — Saved. 


POBT TowasKTD, Wash., Dec. 27.— 
The Northern Pacific steamship Strath- 
•nevis is now in th ia harbor, looking ez- 
lernally little the worse fo r wear ae a 
•ceult of her two months' battle with 
•he wind and waves of the Pacific 


a; but the story told by her com- 


nder, Capt. James Pattie, sounds 


•tore like a romance than reality. 


The Strathnevis broke down on the 


morning' of October 20 without a mo- 
ment's warning. The shaft broke and 
the big steamer was at once helpless. 
Xortherly gules were blowing at the 
time and the limited amount of can- 
•num aboard was quickly spread, the 
vessel then heading for south and west. 
Slow progress was made, however, and 
in two days' sailing but 115 miles was 
covered, whenever the breeze stiffened 
up, advantage of it was taken and the 
Teasel was steered in an easterly direc- 
tion, the captain heading for the Amer- 
ican coast. 


It was not until November 19 that 


another vessel was sighted, that bein<r 
tte John Gambles, already reported. 
After she had passed on there was a 
tveary time of it riding billows till 
Wednesday moring, December 18, when 
the Canadian-Australian steamer Mio- 
•rera hove in sight on her way west- 
ward, and at once approached the dis- 
abled vessel, catching her line with 
little difficulty. The steamer headed 
lor Cape Fluttery. 


After 12 hours the hawser parted, 


•nil on account of the gale and heavy 
•eas running at the time it was lili 
honrs before another hawser was con- 
nected. This one lasted just 30 min- 
ntes before it, too. gave way. Hut with- 
in a short time two hawsers were con- 
nected with the steamer, and once 
more they headed for the cape. 


At one o'clock last Monday morning, 


Just 15 miles off Cape Flattery, the Mi- 
owera's two hawser's parted, and in 
the terrible sea that was running it 
•eemed that it would be impossible to 
•gain get hold of the disabled steam- 
er, and accordingly it was arranged 
that the Miowera was to stand by and 
»»ve life when the Strathnevis went 
•chore, as it seemed certain she would 
do in a very short time. 


When the squall had passed at four 


o'clock in the morning the Miowera 
•was nowhere to be seen, and there was 
great 'consternation on board the 
Strathnevis. 
The captain did not 


think so seriously of the disappearance 
of the other vessel, because Capt. 
Scott had told him that his steamer 
would be able to tow him only three 
days owing to his limited coal supply. 


By noon on Monday the Strathnevis 


was 30 miles off Destruction island, 
•asking slowly but surely for the rocky 
shore, and it seemed to all on board 
the steamer that their doom was 
sealed. As they approached nearer 
and nearer the shore with the wind 
behind them, all hands began making 
final preparations for the expected 
dashing of the steamer to pieces 
on the rocks; but 
when within 


•even 
miles of 
the 
island 
the 


wind 
shifted to 
the 
north, and 


to the delight of alii the anchor which 
wa» heaved over held fast. The chain 
Boon parted, however, and the second 
and last anchor on board was sent 
down with what proved better success, 
for it held fast. 


About nine o'clock Tuesday morning 


Purser McDonald and Third Officer 
Uaynesand three Japanese sailors were 
Bent off to the island in a boat with the 
hope that they might reach a telegraph 
•tation and wire for assistance. 
The 


men are still on the island. 


At noon the same day the collier 


Mineola. Cnpt. Pillsbury, hove in sight 
and bore down on the Strathnevis, 
aoon getting a hawser on board and 
heading for land. 


When the Strathnevis arrived here 


last evening the wires were down and 
there seemed no way of sending the 
news out. Capt. J. B. Dibby, mana- 
_ger of the Puget Sound Tug Boat Co. 
volunteered to send the United Press 
dispatch to Seattle by the tug Tyee, 
And by this means the news was given 
-to the world 13 hours earlier than it 
«eouk! otherwise have been. 


There are 37 members of the crew of 


-the Strathnevis, and she has IBS Chi- 
i»ebe and Japanese 
passengers • on. 


Imarcl. Among the Chinese are sev- 
eral wealthy 
merchants who had 
•tarted home to purchase Christmas 
fooA» for the Pacific coast trade. 
There are also five Japanese Tale col- 
lege students on board who had started 
fcome to spend Christmas. 


Capt. Pattie says that to the Chinese 


Merchants and Japanese students on 
board he is indebted for the general 
disciplineend order on the steamer, one 
mierchant,in particular taking charge 
of and exercising wonderful control 
•ver all his fellow countrymen. There 
W»K plenty of food on board and at no 
time was there any danger of going 
dry. The Mineola will probably put in 
a claim for salvage of $100,000, although 
this is not deflnitly determined.

hair. His eyes were clear, his brow was 
noble, and he looked like a saint, but ho 
was a sinner, hardened with many years' 
violation of the law.

Some of the finest 
orators and soldiers in this country 
have come from near my home. Up 
there we breed patriots, sir. All my 
people have fought for their country, 
nnd my grandfather and my father 
und I made whisky. In my grand- 
father's time it w»s no harm. He 
rnised corn, and turning it into whisky 
was the only way that he could make 
it worth the raising. And it was the 
same way with my father, nnd Indeed 
the same way with me until my coun- 
try changed its methods. When the 
war came up, I turned from my little 
distillery. I said to my three sons: 
'Come, boys, Uncle Sam wants us.' The 
rest of the state was a howling wilder- 
ness of secession; men I had known 
nnd respedted oil my life turned upon 
me with a threat and a frown of 
hatred. But I said:'I will bear evcry- 


home to my heartbroken wife. 'Our 
•008 are gone,' I said, 'but the union ia 
safe. And let «• thank God for that.' 
I went down under the hill and began 
my work, the work that my grandfather 
had begun; and I prospered. But hwc 
came a message from the government, 
the government that I had helped to 
Bave, telling me thai I was violating 
the law, the law that my boys hod 
spilled their blood to save. 
" 'Oh, I reckon not,' I laid to • neigh- 


bor who had brought me the news, for 
the government did not really send it— 
wasn't kind enough. 'Oh, I reckon not. 
The government knows what J have 
done.' And so I went on with my work. 
I don't arguy that it is right to make 
whisky—that is, morally rlgfct; but I 
had no other employment—it was the 
business of my life.

The man that bought It from me was 
never drunk. And I knew also that 
the government let men retail whisky 
after they had paid tor the privilege. 
So with the government it was not a 
moral question. And I kept on making 
liquor. One day here came a lot-of sol- 
diers when I was not at home and de- 
stroyed my still. Soldiers, mind you, 
that wore the cloth that my boys had 
dyed red with their blood. Yes, de- 
stroyed my still and left word that HI 
ever set up another one they would1 put 
me in jail and then send me to the peni- 
tentiary to be a convict.

And I set up «ny still 
again, off In the mountains under a 
rock, and I fooled the law until the 
other day, when a man who had been a 
bushwhacker during the war reported 
me. This is about all I've got to say, 
and I want you all to understand that 
I have not said it as a plea, but simply 
as a statement of my case.

Whlakew for Toothpick*. 


A peculiar but profitable Industry 


which Dr. Benjamin Sharp, of Philadel- 
phia, discovered among the natives of 
Alaska on his recent trip to the Behring 
sea is the prepnrtion and sale of walrus 
whiskers for toothpicks. Nature has 
armed the walrus with a growth of 
whiskers which extend three or four 
inches out from its snout, with the ap- 
parent motive of enabling it to detect, 
the presence of an iceberg before actual 
contact has resulted. Those whiskers 
are quite stiff, and this quality improves 
with age. When a walrus is killed-the 
natives proceed to pall out, with the aid 
of rude pinchers,each separatewhisker. 
After a thorough drying they are 
arranged in neat packages and exported 
to China, where they nre considered a 
necessary appurtenance of the Chinese 
dude.

Farm and Then Made a 


Sensation la Congress.

One of tha interesting iucid»nts at 


the opening session of a new Congress 
is the selection of the Reading Clerk of 
the House.

feet, 'A-a-a-a-a bill!'—long 'a'. 
They 


weren't used to that, and wondered what 
had broken loose, but it seemed to catch 
them. 1 eaw I was on the right track, so 
I went on singing her out clear

bell, and when 1 got warmed up I felt as 
good as I ever did in the hottest speech 
of a campaign. 


"The thing they gave me to read was 


a terror. It had words in it as long as a 
dictionary, but I hurried up and slid 
through them, and was doing pretty 
'well, when I looked down the page and 
saw a lot of Spanish proper names. Now 
1 didn't know Spanish from Apache, 
but I was going about 100 words a min- 
ute, so without stopping I gave them 
two verses of a little German poem 1 had 
learned when a boy, and hang me, if a 
man in that hall seemed to know the 
difference except Congressman Nied- 
ringhaue, of St. Louis.
